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The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Claims 1-17 are allowed because none of the prior art references of record teaches an ink 
container having an ink absorbing substrate suitable for use in inkjet printing systems, the 
substrate comprising a continuous fiber including a bicomponent fiber having a core material and 
a sheath material at least partially surrounding the core material, the core material comprising a 
crystalline thermoplastic polymer and the sheath material comprising low density polyethylene 
modified with a cycloolefin copolymer and/or a sheath material comprising 0 to 100 percent by 
weight low density polyethylene and 0.1 to 100 percent cycloolefin copolymer in the 
combination as claimed. 

Citation of Pertinent Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Inui et al. (US Pat. 3,917,448; US Pat. 5,633,082; US Pat. ; US Pat. 6,234,618; US 
Pat. 6,412,932; US Pat. 6,460,985; US Pat. 6,530,654; US Pat. 6,840,692) cited in the PTO 892 
form show bicomponent fibers that are deemed to be relevant to the present invention. These 
references should be reviewed.
